There is no sign of such a breakdown. 

There is nothing in the military situation 
or the production picture to suggest that the 
war can be won for two years at the very 
earliest. It may be, of course, through fac- 
| tors not yet visible. But any sensible man 
who faced comparable problems in his own 
life would not bank on a rich uncle dying 
and leaving‘him a fortune. He would pre- 
pare for hard times. We in the democracies 
have been expecting a rich uncle to die and, 
for all our progress in production, we still 
have not realized the grim facts of the war 
and what it will require of us.

LONDON (CP)—How British 
and Dominion shipyards have. in- 
creased British destroyer produc- 
tion tenfold and have added to 
the British fleet more than 500 
warships of all classes since the 
war began was revealed Wednes- 
day night by H. C. Ferraby, BBC 
naval commentator. This means 
that new British warships have 
rolled into the water on 
age of ome every other day since 
the war started. 

Fetraby said that 
ships, some 100 were 
under construction when war 
hroke out, The others are new, 
and many have included radical 
changes in design and building 
which have resulted from lessons 
learned in the early stages of the 
war.

‘With the passing of 
the centuries, larger and larger 
bells were made, One was cast 
in Paris in the year 1400, It 
weighed seven and half tons, and 
people called it “Jacqueline.” 


Seventy-two years later another | 


huge bell was produced in Paris. 
This one’ had a weight of 12% 
tons. Still later came the fa- 
mous bell of the city of Rouen, 
weighing 18 tons. 

Large bells have been made in 
Several countries besides France. 
These countries inckide Great 
Britain, Austria and Russia, also 
certain lands in Asia 

When the bell called Jacqué 
line was made in Paris, Yang-lo 
was emperor of China He 
larger and heavier 
bell to be prepared. It was 11 
feet wide and 20 feet high. The 
weight was about 53 tons. Jt was 
hung in-a two-story tower in the 
city of Pekin. 

Burma-is another home of big 
bells. Rango@n, the capital, has 
some of them, one with a weight 
of 42 The~Great Bell ot 
Mandalay has been estimated to 
weigh 80 tons 

The largest bell in-all- history 
is the Great Bell of Moscow. It 
was first-cast in 1653" and later 
was recast,The weight has-been 
estimated between 193 and 198 
tons. A big chunk was broken 
from it before it could be hung 
Instead of being used as a bell, 
it turned into a kind 
chapel, with the door where 
chunk had been broken away.
